FROM COUNTRY TO TOWN. 


A perceptible drift from country to city 


ia observabls in the United States as 
well aa iu other parts of the world.

is often remarked that certain classes of 
the people would rather live ia squalor 
iu a large cily than dwell in comfort 
amid the pure air and tbe healthy verdure 
ot1 a larm. The immigrants who crowd 
to these shores Irom .Europe settle in the 
human thickets in tue tig ports, unable 
and at the same time unwilling to move 
out iuto the couaiiy where they might 
make a decant livelihood lor themselves 
autl be o£ aome real service to the nation 
which harbors them. 
There is such & 


Unit citywards and the young people are 
so much indisposed to couuiry lUe that 
m some sections it la iinpossiule to secure 
iarin labor. Xuere are uot only aban- 
doned (arms iu Xew .England, but theie 
are mauy ol them also not tar from 
Puilaaelphia, 


Why do these conditions exist ? The 


Ceusuu OUUie reports m a late bulletin 
that theie aie 35,8-19,516 people living 
m incorporated towns iu this country as 
compared with upwards of :!U,000,(JOO ten 
vedrs ago. Jt'orty-seven per cent, ot the 
whole population now lives in towns 
against only 41 per cent, m 189U. In 
New York 77 par cent, ol' the people live 
iu towns and c.ties, and in Pennsylvania, 
Illinois aud several New England States 
0iora lhau two thirds of the inhabitants 
are gatuared together in thickly settled 
areas. 
The factory system, o£ course, 


presumes a town lite for the operatives, 
as they must dwell near the mills, but 
there are thousands upon thousands ol 
families in all the large cities who fill no 
particularly useful place and who could 
better their situation vastly ii they would 
change their abode. 


It will be au unfortunate thing for 


this nation it it should ever oouie to lauk 
a solid and respectable yoemanry. 
Tue 


allurements ot city lite it may be boj. id 
may never become so great that it will 
lead our people to despise the houest and 
healthy labor of the larm. The idle and 
the poorly-housed m our large cities 
should be encouraged to settle where 
they cin Hud regular work aud comfort- 
able babiutions. The economic coiidi 
turns m gram-raising and iu some other 
pursuits that aie traditional to the farm 
er nave undergone some change la tins 
community, it is veiy true, but the 
Urmer must altei himself to suit bis 
circumstances. There are mauy croyj 
tor the PenusyWduia tarrne, and in many 
CUIBS it IB industry aud intelligence 
which are lacking to the soil tiller. Thd 
Uull is otten with himself rather than 
with his lauds. Like other nueu, he can 
do much to improve his owu lot if he will 
go at the taf k m the right spirit.— 1'kila.

Thiougn 


co-operation the cost of maiiutacLuriiif,' 
plows will be ureally reduced." It is 
uudeuiitble, however that while the cost 
ol production is diminished by combina 


iis, the consumer rarely gets the 


beutu't ot the reduction. 


The Steel Trust has uot yet reduci.il 


the cost ot its product to American 
consumers, although it is ttie greatest arid 
most euiraent combination ot iudustnal 
enterprises every organized. The people 
u this couutiy who buy is products aie 
itill taxed for the i'oieign purchaser, 
who gets steel rails, it is alleged, at a 
[igure iieaily 25 per cent, less than the 
American purchaser. Tne piice of an- 
thracite coal has been steadily advanced 
oy the trust which controls this necessity 
of lite. Both the sttel combine and the 
cod! combine gave the pubic assurance 
t benevolent conaideratiou. The 1'low 
Tiust muy prove the exception to tba 
rule, but it would not be wise for 
farmers to expect an early reduction in 
the price ot agricultural implements. 
Trust performances seldom measure up 
to trust prolessious and pledges. The 
most practical thing the farmers can do 
for the protection of his interests is to 
elect Congressmen who are not too closely 
identified with trusts. After all it is a 
matter of business. The larmer wants 
to get agricultural inulements as cheaply 
as possible; the trust naturally desires 
to sell for as high a price as it can 
squeeze eut of its patrons. Tbe farmer 
will never 
get 
cheap 
agricultural 


machinery as long as his Congressman 
is a champion of tiuals. If he wants 
lower prices he must not expect to obtain 
them through a Congress which is afraid 
to cut down the profits of industrial 
combinations.— Baltimore Sun.

Schneider founded the church at Gosheu- 
hopp.'n in Beiks Co., 50 miles west of 
Philadelphia. The forefathers of many 
of the German descendants ot Couowago 
to the third aud touith generation buck 
lest at Gosheuhoppen, making it, with 
Conowago, St. Mary's Lancaster and 
Old St. Joseph's, Philadelphia, the oldest 
Catholic mission in Pennsylvania, On 
the missionary side, Couowago is related 
to the older Jesuit missions founded in 
Maryland beiore 1700. ( St. Thomas' 
Manor, Bohemia, the old Deer Creek or 
•'Hickory" mission in'HarTord Co.,'at- 
tended by the Ntales and Diggeses aud 
other Jesuits, who occasionally supplied 
Conowago between 1750 and the Revolu- 
tion, a history of which we are eagerly 
awaiting through the persevering re- 
searches of Kev. J. A. Fiederick, its 
present pastor. 


About 1765 the church at Conowago 


was considerably enlarged by Father 
Matthias Manners, S. J. In 175S Fathers 
James Pelleutz, James Frambaoh and 
John Williams came to the Maryland 
missions, the Utter founding the church 
at Frederick, Father Pellentz building 
Conowago Chapel 1787, and Father 
Frambach doing missionary work from 
Lancaster to the Potomac and Alle- 
ghanies. What missionaries labored at 
Conowago 1 The figure of a heart in the 
front wall of the church indicates that it 
was dedicated to the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus, and after it was free of debt it was 
"consecrated in that honor, the devotion 
of which is now so widespread.—It bore 
the name of Sk Francis Regis, of the 
Society, in earlier times, aud as a mission 
received aid from the Society in England 
and from the Sir John James mission 
fund ot London, from 1760 until diverted 
to other purposes about 1800. 


The primiiive log house and barn on 


the original tract of land were built in 
Father Manner's time, the limestone part 
of the old farm bouse in Father Pollentz's 
lime; the old brick part, the bdck baru 
and the old brick catechism and school 
house where now the new frame house 
stands were built by Kev. Louis De 
Earth, who put the first board floors and 
pews in the church in place o£ sawed oak 
plank, old Henry Kuhn's mother remem- 
bering the first benches and bare ground 
floors. The roughcast school houses and 
old cupola were erected by Father M. 
Lekeu after 1S2S, as a painting of the 
church in that year in possession of Mrs. 
Sanders, shows their absence. The late 
Peter O'Neil remembered the bell hang 
ing on a forked sapling in the church- 
yard. The enlargement of the church,

Hanover road farm buildings, new brick 
house of Mr. Duvine, the watei works, 
vineyard, all date from Father Joseph 
Eiulers" time. The old log house below 
tho hill was old within the memory oi 
the oldest people, in i'athur I'ellent'/i'a 
timo up lo 1SOO, and liev. De JUarth's up 
to 1828, there wero vvea>er shops along 
the hill, lime kilns, brick yards, a woolen 
mill, and cider press, aiouud the church. 


The missionary field covered by Cono- 


wago priests would fill a volume to write 
up. Betore the Revolution they covered 
the Soutli Mountain and Allegheny 
country. Don Pedro carried with him a 
bag of native ground to be buried in a 
foreign couutr}', so the pioueer Catholic 
settlers bent to Conowugo l-o miles away 
for a sack ol! consecrated ground to 
sprmkle on the colhns lestiug along the 
Eastern spuis of the Allegueuy range. 
Tile whole Cumberland Valley lo beyond 
Harrisbuig, westward tluough Perry, 
Cumbru and Westmoreland, owe their 
lirst Catholic missions to Conowago; 
whose missionaries secured sites, erected; 
thehrso churches, formed congregations, 
at Sportsman's Hall, Carlisle, Gettys- 
burg, the Mountain, Taneytown, Littles- 
town, York, Paradise, Hanover, Mc- 
Sherrystown; attended theEuimitsburg, 
Frederick, Westminster, Bobueituville, 
the "Barrens," llainsburg, the Susque- 
hanua and Lancaster country, whenever 
through distance, sickness or death there 
was no otuer priesi to be had. They 
weie willing, cheerful, neighborly to 
priest, bishop, and people,— tnnn, dis- 
tance and sacrifice never standing in the 
way.

Old Catholic Maryland and^Jfcs Church

Her pioueei settlers, 
priests and religious, are identified with 
the Westward spread of the taith. The 
lives of our foretathers carry us back to 
the latherland in Germany, France, Kng- 
laud and Ireland. The lives of the Cono- 
wago Jesuits link us with every European 
country,— from sunny Italy to France, 
Belgium and Germany, irom the Russian 
holders to the English and Irish ctust. 
Especially indebted art; we to those re- 
nowned Jesuityjcolleges of Watteii and 
G'lent, at St. Otnei's and Luuvitiii, Home 
and Liege, even Oxford and Cambridge, 
once Catholic institutions ot learning.

There have been restored to tho rolls 


4100 names previously dropped or sus- 
pended. There are now about 100.00U of- 
ihose drawirw-imder the act of 1890 and 
amendments that receive the maximum 
rate of $1- per mouth. 


For account of service in the war with 


Spain there have been granted 2309 pen- 
sions to invalids, and 11511 pensions to 
widows and dependent. The total number 
of claims filed for account of this war to 
date has been 43,374. 


Under the act of March 3, 1901, pro- 


viding for therepensioningof widows who 
•emarried and again became widows, there 
have been 1U50 claims filed. 


There will be an increase in the number 


of pensioners on the roils at the close of 
of present fiscal year, June 30, 1801, over 
the previous year. 


The appropriations made by Congrees 


for the fiscal year will be sufficient with 
the exception of that lor medical exami- 
nations. 


In addition to the number of original 


pensions granted there have been issued 
for increases, rerating and accrued pen- 
sions 50,1)80 certificates. The Bureau has 
written for all classes 94,077 certificates. 
There have been 43,397 names added to 
the rolls since July 1, 1900. 


July 1, 1897, the adjudication of origi- 


nal invalid pensions was from 20 to 30 
months in arrears. Tbe Comniisaiouer 
predicts that by June 30, 1901, the ad- 
judication of all original claims (invalids, 
widows and dependents) will be current 
to tho end that just so soon as the evid- 
ence in a claim is complete that claim will 
go from the pending files for adjudication.

the Pail-American Exposition, now in 
progress m Buffalo, by Ira E. Stoner, a 
son of 0. W. rftouer, Esq., of Gettysburg : 


TIIK EXPOSITION, 


The exposition grounds are located in 


the northern part ol Buffalo. 
They are 


about a mile and a half m length and a 
half mile wide, 
containing 350 acres. 


There arp two main entrances, one on the 
Midway, the other by the way of Lincoln 
Parkway. At the entrance the visitor gets 
a magnificent view of the buildings and 
their airanKeuient. 


The Triumphal Bridge which ia remark- 


able for tall coluoius and richly orna- 
mented statues, unites the Mirror Lakes, 
which form a part of the Grand Canal 
more than a mile long and surrounding 
tbe mam group of buildings. The Espla- 
nade is nearly a half mile long au<I45Q feet 
wide, with the great electric tower at the 
north and this Lower is 373 feet high. 


On entering the grounds a scene of im- 


equaied beauty and interest charms the 
eye of the visitor. To enjoy thia exposi- 
tion will be a pleasure well worth many 
an effort and sacrifice. 
Ae one who saw 


the World's Fair ai Chicago, I think the 
Fan-American Exposition surpasses the 
former in both architecture aad arrange- 
ment of the buildings. 
Unlike the same- 


ness of color of the ."'White City," tbe 
buildings of the Pan-American or "Rain- 
bow City," are painted with every color 
and shade imaginable and the effect is cer 
taioly indescribable, 
it must be seen to , 


be appreciated. 


Many millions of dollars have been spent 


in its production, and the highest akul in 
science and art has been engaged to bring 
about an exposition worthy o£ this era in 
wonderful development m Eil! fehatconcerns 
tho hurnun family in the beginning of the 
20ch century.

We have had requests for recipes foi 


canning ttis luscious fiuit. It 13 so de- 
licious it is not surprising that our 
friends desire to keep it with them the 
year round. I have tiled a number of 
methoda of putting it up, bnt have never 
been fully satisfied. Heating the berry 
spoils the fiavor, so that it is always, 
to me, a disappointment 
I will select 


from different sources, howevei, such 
recipes as I think may be good, and om 
friends will hava to select for them- 
selves. 


Recipe No 1— As soon as the fruit is 


picked, wash, and remove the hulls. 
Place a layei ot the fiuit m a jar, and 
sprinkle over it a h mdful of sugar 
Over that place anothei layer, and more 
sugar, jnst enough to make them fit for 
table use. Do not masb, nor stu tbern, 
at the end of four bouis the sugt.r will 
have drawn all the juice rrorn the fiuit 
Ponr the juice into the preserving kettle 
and to every quart add a quarter of a 
cupful of watei and let it come to a 
boil. 
Drop in the drained strawbtrnes 


and let them scald two minutes, than 
gently lift them out with a slramer, into 
cans standing in hot water 
The jars 


ought to be only two thirds full and 
must be immediately filled with the hot 
syrup and sealed. This method pie 
selves the llavoi ot the fruit bettei t'.an 
if cooked a long time 
If the syrup 


aeeras too thin jook ten minutes lonqei 
before pouring over the Denies, which 
must be kept hot 


Keclpe No 2 —The following recipe is 


fine for all fiuits, particularly straw- 
berries or other truite that cook to 
pieces easily. 
Have a perforated bot- 


tom on legs made to lit the wash boiler. 
Ilave the legs long enough to allow 
plenty of water in the boiler, but leave 
room for self sealing glass cans. Have 
the water boiling and the cans scalded 
with water as hot as can be used with- 
out breaking cans, then fill quickly with 
the ripe raw fruit and giauulated sugai 
Use you own taste as to amount of sugar 
Set as many cans on this peiforuled 
bottom as it will hold without ciowding 
Have can covers lightly screwed on 
while steaming to prevent any water 
entering cans, and when sumcieutly 
scalded remove from boiler and tighten 
the covers. During the time they aie 
steaming have the boilei coveied with a 
close fitting lid, and do not boil funous- 
ly, but with a gentle, steady boil Truit 
canned m this way retains iti natural 
flavor. 
B,3move to the fruit closet or 


pantry for a week before sending to the 
cellar 


Recipe No 3 — For every pound of 


clean, stemmed 
berries allow half a 


pound of granulated sugar 
Cover the 


bernes and let stand two hours 
Cook 


only enough to fill one or two cans at 
a time 
Have the jitis hot and every- 


thing ready 
As soon ag fruii, is done 


fill the jars to overflowing, run a silver 
knife blade or spoon handle around the 
jar to settle the fruit and to allow any 
imprisoned air to escac^ fecrew on 
lids, and turn cars upside down 
Let 


them remain so for twentj tour houri 
If not airtight they will soon give 
warning 
Wrap with paper and keep in 


a dark, cool place 


Recipe No 4—Stuwbeiiy Preserves
